Aclater durbar was held at Agra in 
1866, and the last—and greatest of all, 
‘perhaps—was that held by Lawrence 
at Lucknow ¢re he left India, in 
1867,. One wondrous feature of this 
durbar was ihe procession of seven 
hundred full-grown elephants, each 
gaily caparisoned and gleaming with 
éloths- of  gold...silver, and richest 
émbroidery; whilst.the eye was sim- 
ply. dazzled. by the glitter of the array 
of priceless jewels worn by their 
owners and drivers in that procession. 

There have been several splendid 
durbars since that one, and the last 
of-importance was when the late King 
Edward’ VII. was’ crowned, This 
function, -which ‘took. place’ in Janu- 
ary, 1903}, was made the décasion for 
a ‘superb ‘display. of. mil‘tary glory, 
and the. Duke: of. Connaught, then 
himself in India. with - the duchess,

WHY Te HATCHES OFT FAIL. 

There are reasons why late batches 
are often small and the chicks hard 
to raise, and we give them here for 
the information of those who have 
beep unsuccessful. 

Eggs are often incubated from breed- 
erg that are about exbausted from the 
exactions of months in the breeding 
pens and eggs that do hatch give weak 
ebicks.. This condition is often met 
by fancters by mating hens that have 
tested while hatching and brooding 
ebicks to males that bare been kept !> 
reserve in «celibacy: Eggs are often 
collected carelessiy or stored in a 
warm place. The hot hbhenhbouse, the 
broody hen, the warm or musty place 
where eggs are stored are detrimenta) 
and affect the batchablility of eggs as 
well as the vigor of the embryos
